Try One And Be Convinced. 


The people of the town of Kittery 


were again terribly shocked on Sun- 
day afternoon to learn of the suicide 
ol Charles S. Grace, a well known 
and most highly respected citi'/.en of 
Kittery Point. The awful deed of self 
destruction occurred at his home at 
about one o'clock in the afternoon. 
He placed the muzzle of a 38 calibre 
revolver at his heart and discharged 
but one chamber. 
Death took place 


a lew seconds after, 
Mr. Grace had ' 


been suffering from insanity for six 
months. He was a brother of the late 
Fred D. Grace, the Portsmouth sash 
and blind dealer, who recently died at 
the Maine hospital for the insane at 
Augusta. 


For the past three months the un- 


fortunate man had been in a very se- 
rious condition mentally, and 
his 


family had become despaired of much 
improvement. 
The 
death 
of 
his 


brother was a great shock to him, and 
after that he gradually failed in 
health. 


His physical condition was not bad 


and he was able to be up and about 
the house most of the time, but he 
was very despondent and seemed to 
realize 
that 
the 
conditions were 


against liis recovery. Recently he has 
taked of little else but his poor 
health. 
He suffered badly mentally 


because he was not able to provide 
for his family, as he had always 
done faithfully and well. 


He was able to get up arid dress 


Sunday morning and had breakfast 
with his family. 
His wife spoke to 


him of the beautiful weather, but he 
replied, "Yes, but it is not a good day 
for me." 


Several ot" the members of the fami- 


ly were dressing for church and Sun- 
day school and Mr. Grace had gone to 
his room. 
But little attention had 


been paid to the suggestive words he 
had said in tbe morning, because he 
had so often expressed his discourage- 
ment in his references to his mental 
weakness. 


His family heard what was sup- 


posed to be a crash in the bedroom, 
and one of the children, a little boy, 
was sent upstairs to see what was the 
trouble. 
The child found the room 


full of smoke and his father gasping 
on the floor. Mr. Grace had taken a. 
bath, shaved, dressed himself in a 
shirt, drawers and stockings, and had 
placed the muzzle of the pistol close 
to his breast and pulled the' trigger. 
The ball had entered very near the 
nipple and must have penetrated the 
heart. 


His clothing was on fire and the re- 


volver was found smoking on the 
edge of the bed. The horrrifled child 
rubbed out the fire and placed a pil- 
low under his father's head, and then 
ran down stairs to tell his mother ol 
the terrible deed. 


The family 
was entirely frantic 


from the shock. They informed some 
neighbors of what had happened, anc 
the neighbors sent for Dr. K. K. Shap- 
lelgh at Kittery. 
When the phyai 


clan arrrivcd death was pronounce* 
to have taken place very .soon after 
the shot had been fired. 


TJut very little 
blood had comr 


from the wound and the hemorrhage 
that had resulted wa« internal. Th 
terrible tragedy cast a c'ooni over th 


ANOTHER SLAUGHTER NAR- 


ROWLY AVERTED. 


Manila, Oct. 20.—Owing to the vigi- 


lance of Lieut. T. M. Bains of the 
Ninth infantry, another slaughter ol 
American troops by insurgents has 
been averted. 
Lieut. Bains discov- 


ered a prisoner returning to his cell 
on the island of Sarnar, through a 
hole which had been made in the 
wall.

jail with bolo men. to call out the 
guards and then to attack the garri- 
son. 
The two instigators, one of 


whom is the presidente. have been ar- 
rested. Other attempts to massacre 
have been made in other parts of the 
island. 


REAR ADMIRAL BOWLES' 


REPORT 


Washington, Oct. 20.—The annual 


report of Rear Admiral Bowles, chief 
of the bureau of construction and re- 
pair of the navy, calls attention to 
the slow progress being made on the 
ships now building, owing to strikes 
and delays in the delivery of armor. 
The construction bureau, he says, has 
made considerable progress towards 
the standardization of fittting ships, 
which will reduce the cost and de- 
crease the expense of their mainte- 
nance. He recommends an increase 
in naval constructors.

has kept a store at Kittery Point, the 
home and shop being very near 
Ilutching's corner. lie also conduct- 
ed a teaming business and carried on 
farming, and one part of the store 
was devoted to boot and shoo repair- 
ing. 


He was known to every one as a 


person of the most upright character, 
conscientious, industrious and honest. 
He was a member of the First Chribt- 
ian church at Kittery Point, and was 
a consistent Christian man. He was 
also a member of Naval lodge of Ma- 
sons of Kittery, of Rising Star com- 
mamlcry of the United Order of the 
.olden Cross and of Riverside lodge 
f Odd Fellows ol Kittery. 
The tuneral will probably be held at 


he home on Tuesday afternoon. 


Where Mr. Grace obtained the re- 


volver is a mystery. 
It was a new 


veapon, and the fatal shot was appar- 
ently the only one that had been 
ired from it. He was in Portsmouth 
a short time ago and probably secured 
t here at that time.

"Mr. McKinley," said he, "was ex- 


tremely cautious.

time before he would even formally 
execute that section of the Dingley bill 
relating to the negotiation of. reciproci- 
ty treaties, although such a course 
would not have committed him to the 
policy. He discussed the matter very 
fully and debated it in bis own mind 
long and thoroughly before deciding 
lo carry into effect the provisions of 
the law. He finally appointed me spe- 
cial commissioner, but without com- 
mitting 1 himself fully to the policy of 
reciprocity.

Last May cancer of the 
tongue developed and an operation in 
Boston resulted in the removal of the 
admiral's tongue. In September the 
disease attacked the throat and the pa- 
tient grew weaker from that time, 
fighting a hopeless battle with the cour- 
age which has always characterized 
the man. Two weeks ago he took to 
his bed and had been practically con- 
tined there ever since.

Two additional pile drivers have 


been put in operation this week, and 
upwards of sixty men and many 
teams are busied. A great difficulty 
has been the securing of a suitable 
water suppply. 
At first wells driven 


at the river mouth gave an adequate 
supply, but of late the quality has 
been so poor that the water was al- 
most useless, causing the boilers of 
the driving engines to foam badly. 
A water boat with a capacity of 6000 
galllons was recently built, and in it 
excellent water is brought from an 
up-river spring. As a result, the en- 
gines are doing excellent work. 


That the building of the bridge, 


which will be 4743 feet long, is a dif- 
ficult undertaking may be infered 
from the fact that 4000 large oaks are 
required for piling, and 1,700,000 feet 
of hard pine for planking- Sixty tons 
of iron, which include 15 tons of wire 
spikes, will be embodied in 
the 


bridge. A careful calculation shows 
that to haul the material would te- 
puire 425 freight cars, loaded to the 
full capacity of 15 tons each. Much 
of the material is, of course, delivered 
otherwise than by rail, but freight 
bills will still appproxiniate ?10,000. 


Of the 4000 piles, about 1400 ha-se 


still to be driven. 
The bridge is 


planked for 2600 feet of Its length— 
from the Hampton approach to the 
river and for a considerable distance 
beyond. 
For the remaining section 


no special 
difficulty must be sur- 


mounted, and more rapid progress 
can be made. 
A draw will span the 


main river channel.

THE WHIRL OF FASHION, 


Reports, in the cas.e of two gunners 


of the navy who recently took the 
competitive examinations for commib- 
sions as ensign in the navy have been 
received by the navy department. 
Gunner Francis Martin, who was ex- 
amined by a board consisting of Hear 
Admiral John C. Watson, Capts. T. F. 
Jo-well and Asa Walker and Comdr. 
C. W. Rac, was found qualified in all 
the branches in which he was exam- 
ined, and recommended for a com- 
mission in the service. Gunner II. B. 
Soule, who was examined by Capt. 
William H. Whiting, Comdr. Alexan- 
der McCracken. Lieut. Comdr. John 
F. Parker, with Lieut. (J. G.) J. A. 
Kearney as recorder, was also found 
well qualified and recommended by 
the hoard for commission. 
These 


two officers will receive the first com- 
missions to enlisted men authorized 
by the naval appropriation act of last 
year, which allows the appointment, 
each year, of six warrant officers to 
the grade of ensign. 


The new battleship Illinois is at 


length prepared for actual service in 
the navy, and the finishing touches 
which have been put. on by her build- 
ers, the Newport News shipbuilding 
and dry dock company, leave this fine 
structure in "apple-pic order" for the 
winter cruise of tho North Atlantic 
squadron, which will begin some time 
during the month of November. Tho 
Illinois is, in some respects, moro fit 
for actual sen ice than any ship of 
her class so recently out of the build- 
ers' hands, and many congratulations 
have been passed over this state af 
affairs. 


It is now said to be very certain 


that the North Atlantic squadron will 
leave the New York navy yard on 
Nov. 20, or within a day or two there- 
after. The Massachusetts will be the 
last of the vessels to be docked. 


The man in charge of the models of 


warships which form a part of the na- 
val exhibit at the Pan-American ex- 
position is wrestling with a perplex- 
ing mystery. 
Each of these models 


bears a card stating the principal 
facts of interest concerning the origi- 
nal ship.
